to ſeveral Companies, and aflign'd to each 
them the Quarter where they were to 
A 2 | work ; 
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work ; reſerving to himſelf the Overſight and 
Direction of the Whole. By which Mean, 
and à pious Confidence in the Power of God 
to fupport them "againſt their Enemies, they 
labour'd ſo effectually, that in the compaſs of 
a few Days, notwithſtanding all the Oppo. 
ſition that was made againſt them, they Re. 
paired all the Walls and Gates of Fervſalzn, 
When their Adverſaries heard there were 6 
many Hands at work, and what progreſs the 
had made in the Building, they were wreth 
and took great Indignation, ver; 1. and con- 
ſpired to give 'them, all the Diſturbance the 
were able, not only by ſecret Contrivance 
but alſo by open Force. Firſt they vent thei 
Rage in Scoffs and Taunts againſt the Br. 
thren, and their Undertaking, as an impradiſ 
cable thing; What do theſe feeble Jens? f. 
they; will they fortifie themſelves # will th 
ſacrifice ? will they make an end in a Di 
ver. 2. Then they reſolve, by Acts of Hol 
lity, to undoe what the Jews had done, ant 
ſtop all farther proceedings. Thoſe, at tht 
fame time, who had the Inſpection of tix 
Work, began to murmur and complain, thi 
the ſtrenzth of the bearers of burdens was dt 
cayed, and there was ſo much rubbiſh, th 
they were not able to build the Wall, ver. 10 
And this, probably, as it added much t 
Nehemah's Concern, ſo it gave Encouragemet 
to Sanballat, and the other Conſpirators f 
ſay among themſelves, They ſhall not ki 
neither ſee, till we come in the midſt = 
6 the 
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them, and ſlay them, and cauſe the work to 
ceaſe. 

dcn was the Occaſion of the Words, which 
contain in them a wicked Deſign of the Ene- 
mies of the True Religion, to obſtruct a Work 
of great Piety, the repairing of the Breaches, 
and ſetting up the Gates of the Holy City ; 
and a crafty and bloody Contrivance agreed 
upon, for the effecting of that Deſign, They 
combine together to carry the Matter ſo ſe- 
cretly, that the Jews ſhou'd have no Intelli- 
gence of their Purpoſe, nor Notice of their 
March againſt them, till they ſaw them in 
the City, and put them to the Sword. From 
whence we may raiſe this general Obſerva- 
tion, as a proper Subject for the ſolemn Oc- 
caſion of this Day, That the great Deſign of 
the Enemies of the Church of God, hath always 
been, by Craft and Cruelty, to obſtruct any Work 
that tends to the Reformation and Re-eſtabliſh- 
ment of the True Religion. 

To trace the Adverfaries of the Church 
in their Craft, would be a tedious and end- 
leſs Labour. It began very early in the 
World, in the Times of Pharaoh King of 
Eypt, the Reſult of whoſe Conſultations, how 
to leſſen the Number, and weaken the Power 
of the Iſraelites, was this, Come, let us deal 
wiſely with them, Exod. 1. 10. He did not 
preſently go about to deſtroy them by Force, 
as being loth to loſe ſo many Subjects; but 
thought it more adviſeable to diminiſh them, 
by ſubtle Devices ; by oppreſling them in their

pretend to be of the ſame Lüge with them, 
and offer to join with them in the Work; 
Let us build with you; for we ſeek your God, as 
ou do, and do ſacrifice unto him, Ezra 4. 1,2, 
But the Chief of the Fathers of Iſrael would 
have nothing to do with them, well knowing, 
that though they worſhipped the True Gol, Bn" 
yet they joined other Falſe Gods with him, 4 
and ſo could not be admitted into Communion 
with them in the Temple. This was a com- 
mon Strategem of the Falſe Brethren St. Paul 
ſpeaks of in his Days, thoſe Jewiſh Zealots,

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blies, privily to ſpy out their Liberty, and take 
that 2 4 bring the Gentile Converts 
into the unneceſſary Bondage of the Law of 
Ceremonies. And the fame Artifice has been 
often made uſe of by the Church of Rome, 
whoſe Emiffaries have been imployed in all 
Proteſtant Countries, to mingle themſelves 
with the Church, pretending to be of the 
ſame Communion, that they might with leſs 
Suſpicion ſpread the Poiſon of their Errors, 
and draw Men off from the True Faith and 
Worſhip. 

Another Device, whereby the Adverſaries 
of the Church of God have endeavoured to 
corrupt the True Religion, and ſeduce the 
Profeſſors of it from the Faith, hath been, to 
procure Intermarriages, and make Alliances 
with them: A Train, that being once 
laid, and having taken Fire, cannot but prove 
fatal to the Church of God. And therefore 
God, in the Old Law, forbad his own Peo- 
Iple to make Marriages with the Idolatrous 
Nations, for this Reaſon, They will turn away

Daughters to your Sons, or for your ſelvss, He Mi 


likewiſe argues with them, from the Ex- 
ample of the wiſeſt Man that ever lived, who 
had been perverted and ruined by ſuch Mar: 
riagesz Did not Solomon King of Iſrael in by 
theſe things'? yet among many Nations thert 
was no King like him, Neh. 13. 25, 26. This 
ſhews to what Dangers the True Religion is 
expoſed by. ſuch unequal Matches; and we 
of this Non have had the Experience of 
it, as well as the People of Iſrael and Judas 
when the great Adverſaries of our Proteſtant 
Church have given their Daughters to our 
Kings and Princes, as Saul gave Michal to Da-

A Fourth Art, whereby Unbelievers and 
wicked / Chriſtians endeavour to ſupplant and 
diſparage the True Religion, is, to calumniat 
and revile the Profeſſors of it. The Enemſ 
of all Righteouſneſs knows no better way t0 
render the 'T ruth of God odious, than to jo 
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and Jeſuits have invented, and publiſhed 3. 
gainſt Luther, and the Firſt Reformers ; what 
horrid Things the Prieffs, in fome Popi 
Countries, have poſſeſſed the People with, 2. 
gainſt the Reformation. Theſe Hints are ſuſ. 
ficient to ſhew, that Slander, and falſe ge. 
cuſation, is one of the Methods which Men 
of corrupt Minds make uſe of, on pur- 
poſe to diſgrace the True Religion, and 
thoſe that profeſs it, the better to effect its 
Ruin, 
Another Strategem, which comes nearer 
to that in my Text, is, by ſecret Combinations, 
and dark Conſpiracies againſt the Church of 
God, to undermine and overthrow it. This 
was the Occaſion of the P ſalmiſt's Complaint, 
Pſalm 83. 3, 4. They have taken crafty cor 
ſel againſt thy People, and conſulted agank 
thy hidden Ones. They have ſaid, Cont 
and let us cut them off from being a Nalin 
that the Name of Iſrael be no more in rene 
brance. 
He - reckons up Ten ſeveral Nations thut 
had entred into a, ſolemn League, and at 
ried on a cloſe Deſign, to imploy their En 
deavours totally to ſubvert the Religion whid 
God had eſtabliſhed. So here, when ti 
beard that the Walls of Feruſalem were nut 
up, and that the Breaches began to be Happel 
the Arabians, and the Ammonites, and the i 
dodites conſpire all of them together t0 jg0 
againſt Feruſalem, and to hinder it. 1 4 
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1,8, Plots and Conſpiracies are firſt begun 
in private Cabals, and promoted by ſecret 
Meetings and Conſultations : Miſchief 1s the 
Deſign, which is uſually an Under-ground 
Work, and, as far as poſſible, is brooded in the 


Dark, as not daring to appear in the Light. 


When certain of the Fewiſh Zealots reſolved 
to take off St. Paul, whom they looked up- 
on as a Tranſgreſſor of their Law, more than 
forty of them banded together in Private for 
that Purpoſe ; and to make ſure Work of it, 
bound themſelves with a Curſe, neither to eat 
nor drink till they had murdered him, Acts 23. 
12, 13. 

It has been the old Policy of the Enemies 
of the True Religion, to enter into Aſſocia- 
tions, and bind themſelves with Oaths and 
Execrations, to purſue, and ſteadily adhere 
to their wicked and bloody Deſigns. The 
Conſpirators of this Day load themſelves 
with a Curſe, took a ſolemn Oath, and re- 
ceived the Holy Sacrament, as an Engage- 
ment to Secrecy, and the Execution of the 
Inquity they had projected: They not only 
ad, but ſwore by the ſacred Memorials of 
the Death of Chriſt, * We will come upon 
them, and they ſball receive a terrible Blow

mies : To be merciful, as our Father which is 
in Heaven is merciful : To put on, as the Ele 
of God, bowels of mercy, meekneſs, and long- 
ſuffering ; forbearing one another, and Jorgivin, 
one another, We are commanded to be all 
of one mind; to have compaſſion one of an- 
other ; to be pitiful, to be courteous z not ren- 
dring evil for evil, or railing. for railing, but 
contrariwiſe bleſſing. 

This meek and merciful / ſpirit, which 
diſcovers it ſelf every-where in the New- 
Teſtament, appeared moſt eminently in the 
Great Author and Example of our Religion : 
As it was propheſied of him, That he ſhould 
wer i be the Prince of Peace; ſo, when he came 
t tO unto the World, his Doctrin was all Peace, 
de- and his Life and Carriage full of Meekneſs 
s oO ud Humanity. St. Peter, Acts 10. 38. gives 
the this mort, but comprehenſive Account of it, 

He went about doing good, and healing all that 

OL were oppreſſed of the Devil, His great Work 
nes A and 2ulinels upon Earth, was, to do Good 
to 
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to the Souls and the Bodies of Men; to 
promote the Temporal Happineſs of the One, 
and the Spiritual and Eternal Happineſs of 
the Other. The latter was his chief Concern : 
The main Defign of his appearing in the 
World, was, to fave Mens Souls ; not by 
tormenting and deftroying their Bodies, but 
to bring them over to his Religion in Human 
and Chriſtian Ways of Reaſon and Perſwaſion; 
not by Fire and Sword, the ſtanding Cruelties 
of a barbarous Inquiſition, and the Occaſional 
Perfecutions of ſuch as refuſe to come in, 
Which are Methods Chriſt's pretended Vice- 
gerent hath made uſe of, in almoſt every Age, 
or the Converfion of Hereticks z but were 
never intended by our Saviour, nor are fit to be 
practiſed by any of his true Followers. When 
the two warm Diſciples call'd for Fire from 
Heaven, to conſume the Samaritans, who were 
Hereticks and Schiſmaticks from the True 
Church, for a great Indignity offered to their 
Lord' and Mafter, our Saviour turn'd, and 
anſwer'd them with this ſharp Rebuke, 7: 
know not what manner of ſpirit ye are f;

On the contrary, ſome of then tl 
who eſcaped the Hand of Juſtice, at their A tl 
rival at Rome, were well rewarded for wil K 
they did, commended when Living, and ti al 
ed as Saints and Martyrs when they wet cl 
Dead. The Pope never made any Decha fi 
tion, that we know of, of his Deteſtation q C

to convince the World, that ſuch Practices 
are not allowed of, or countenanced by their 
Church. And fince this has not been done, 
ſince no publick Act of Abhorrence of the Thing 
hath been publiſhed, but the quite contrary ; 
we have reaſon to believe, that the Conſpirators 
were carried into it by the Principles of their 
Religion, and abetted and encouraged by the 
Roman Church. 


We are not therefore to think our ſelves 


ſafe, for the future, from their Craft and 
Cruelty, becauſe they have been diſappointed 
in their former Attempts. Let God appear 
never ſo often againſt them, as long as they 
have the ſame Principles, they will always 
have the ſame mercileſs Intentions, and be 
contriving the ſame miſchievous Deſigns a- 


gainſt us. The ſame Diabolical Spirit is, at 
this very time, walking boldly among us, 


ſeeking whom 1t may devour, endeavouring, by 


all Means poſſible, to depoſe our SOVEREIGN, 
aboliſh our RELIGION, and ſubvert our Laws, 
The Romaniſts in England now, are the fame 
they were at the time of the Powder-Treaſon, 
their Do&rines and Diſpoſitions the ſame z 
their Faith was then Faction, their Religion 
Rebellion, and ſo it is now: They have not 
altered their Principles, nor conſequently 
changed their Tempers : They hold it as Law- 
ful and Meritorious, to promote the Catholick 
Cauſe by Fraud and Fury, and are as ready 
for all bloody and deſperate Attempts nom, as 


they 
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they were then. And therefore we have 
oreat reaſon to have a, prudent Jealouſy, and Nr 
a watchful Eye over them, till they hae 

given ſufficient Security that they have either o 
abandoned theſe dangerous Principles, or that v 
they are not influenced by them. Ec

their wicked and horrible Enterprize ; fe 
condly, by ſafely conducting our late moſt 
Gracious KINO, then Prince of Orange, to 

_ reſcue our Religion and [Liberties from De- 
ſtruction, which, like a Torrent, was break- 
ing in upon the Nation. As we are ſen— 
fible to Whom we owe our Safety, let us 
be Juſt to the Mercies of God, Doubled this 

Day upon our Heads, by adoring the riches 
of his Goodneſs to us in it, walking wor- 


thy of theſe Deliverances which he hatk 
9 wrouglt 
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wrought for us, and living as becomes a 
redeemed People. 

To our Praiſes, and other Expreſſions of 
our Thankfulneſs, let us join our moſt de- 
vout and fervent Prayers to Almighty God, 
to continue to us the happy Advantages of
